A cable ■dispatcli from 'London on 
llio 16th insti says this lias been an 
unlucky week for tlie Governmont. 
Three separate events have consider- 
ably impaired its prestige: Sir Wil- 
liam Harcourt's defeat, Mr. Faw- 
cett's enforced retraction, of Lis mis- 
taken charge against the late ministry, 
and Mr. Gladstoke's apology to Aus- 
tria. Sir William HAnCouKT's'dofeat 
is really of no little consequence and 
was duo partly to the tardiness of the 
Oxford electors and the good quality 
of Hall's beer. Nothing is settled re- 
specting Sir William Hahcouut's fu- 
ture seat, but there arc plenty offering. 
,-Mr. Fawoett's nn.stake arose, from 
trusting unofficial infortnation, though 
proceeding from the Indian office, lie 
-■spOko heedlessly, without acquainting 
Lord Habtington of his intention, and 
rightly asserted the existence of a de- 
ficiency, but ho wrongly accused the 
members of having a knowledge of that 
deficit before the elections. Hahtino- 
TOX immediately informed Fawchtt 
that ho was mistaken, and insisted that 
ho should publish a letter acknowledg- 
ing the error, which Mr. Pawcett did 
in grudging terms, making a bad impres- 
sion. Mr. Gtadbto.ve was vastly sur- 
prised on the discovery that lii.s letter 
to Count Kauoi.vi was regarded as too 
submissive. He attached slight im- 
portance to the apology portion, and 
especially as it was not telegraphed be- 
fore he had extracted the important 
pledge from Austria that she would 
not attempt to go Ijcyoiul the limits 
prescribed in the Berlin treaty in the 
Balkan peninsula. He still insists that 
his excuses to the iMnperor only e.K- 
proB.scs his regret for utterances based 
. on alleged words, which he now finds 
were unspoken. He repudiates the 
notion tliat he forgot the dignity of a 
British Prime iNIinistor. N tn erthclcss 
the liberal journals defend tlieir chief only 
feebly, the general fccliug among 
liberals being one of regret- that Mr. 
Gladstone allowed him.solf to use ex- 
pressions capable of derogatory inter- 
pretation. The tory journals have been 
filled with passionate denunications of 
Mr. Gladstone for bringing abject 
humiliation on Engliiud. The same 
journals reproduce many columns of 
Continental comments, mostly unfav- 
orable to Mr. Gladstone, many assert- 
ing that never before was a similar 
apology wrung from the chief of a great 
nation. Mr. Gladstone's friends say 
that a better impression will be pro- 
duced when Karolyi's letter is pub- 
lished, and admit the mistake of not 
publishing both together. Meantime, 
the Austrian semi-official journal is en- 
gaged in endeavoring to prove that the 
•supposed pledge from Austria was in- 
■ valid, alleging that this was a ])urely 
private correspondence between Kar- 
t>EYi and Mr. Gladstone and denying 
that the Austrian Premier was a party 
to the transaction; still less is Austria 
herself bound by the expression of 
Count Karolyi's opinion. The Eng- 
lish Government will not tolerate this 
evasion, and is determined to hold Aus- 
tria to her embassador's declaration. 
The Queen actually remained in Lon- 
don four days, and returned to Wind- 
sor on -Friday. I saw her drive through 
Hyde Park from Buckingham Palace 
to Paddington station, through an im- 
mense concourse of people and car- 
riages. The Queen was in an open 
barouche with outriders, John Brown 
occupying a dickey. The escort were 
of Guards. She drove from Hyde Park 
corner to Victoria gate through a 
double line of carriages filled with 
fashionable people; and dense crowds 
of the lower class concentrated at dif- 
ferent points. The gentlemen raised 
their hats, the ladies bowed, but not a 
single cheer was given along the whole 
route. The Queen seemed to be in ex- 
tremely good health notwithstanding 
the protracted fatigues of her stay in 
London, she having been two hours in 
attendance at her drawing-room. A 
Herald cablegram says : The Gxad- 
Stone-Kauolyi incident is sfcill the 
principal theme of discussion in the 
newspapers and in the clubs. The con- 
servative organs almost universally 
condemn the course of the premier, 
while the liberal journals endeavor to 
defend him, but their eflbrts in this di- 
rection are exceedingly weak. The 
opposition prints ask for the publica- 
tion of Kabloyi's letter demanding an 
apology, which it is .supposed is in ex- 
istence. The passage in Gladstoxk's 
•..noto, where he says that ho has re- 
solved, as a minister to the Queen, not 
to repeat or even defend in argument 
t^e polemical language used when in a 
a less responsible position, gives a 
handle to the conservative press. 
They arc pertinently asking Glad- 
stone's electors what they think 
about it. At all events there is only 
pnc opinion all over Europe, namely, 
that it is a signal victory for Austria, 
and tho general impression is that if 
the premier had studied Austrian and 
Oriental politics as thoroughly as he 
has studied domestic aflairs he would 
never have charged the government of 
Francis Joseph with an intention or a 
desire to oppress the Slav nationalities 
at the present time. As the result of 
what has taken place, the name of 
Gladstone among the Slavs in Turkey 
is tho synonym of pusilaniraity.

After cutting such a silly 
farce with his report, the best move 
he can do is to resign, for a person 
holding the office of Superintendent 
roust expect to be criticised, and he 
can't stand that. My opinion is that 
in writing his report he thought he 
would let his venom loose upon the 
teachers, and that no notice would bo 
taken o£-the matter. Then when the 
niatter was brought up he had to 
make a show of defence. Well, ho came 
ofi' second best is the verdict of tho 
country. There are some inaccuracies 
in his evidence, one is about the rules 
requiring tho decimal to be extended. 
The first blanks merely asked for tho 
"average monthly attendance," and 
these wore filled in, T am told, by ex- 
tending tho decimal to two places. 
The next blanks that came were inter 
lined "deciniially correct," insinuating 
that the previous ones were incorrect. 
I\Irs. Hay ward was quite correct in ex- 
tending to 20 or 30 or over 30 figures, 
and if it were my case T should have 
extended it if it would take figures to 
cover the side of a barn. The system 
of tallying .should bo at once abolished, 
ns one half of the teachers' time is tak- 
en up with it in place of improving 
the pupils in what is useful. The 
teachers who have certificates granted 
in 1S78 should not go up again for ex- 
amination, particularly those who hold 
certificates for a ttipulatod num- 
ber of years, for those certificates state 
that they are good for a certain time, 
anil the Supreme Court would so de- 
cide it. This idea of tinkering with 
teachers' certificates because they were 
issueil under a former Superintendent 
is simply carrying matters too far. 
Let the Superintendent himself bo ex- 
amined and we shall see if he can take 
the first A that he is so careful to keep 
from others. The office of Superin- 
tendent should bo filled by a gentleman 
who would bo too proud to stoop to 
repeat what~\vas given him in confi- 
dence. Observeh.

The retirement of Hon. J. O'Con- 
nor who is to receive, if report be true, 
u puisne judgeship in Manitoba — will 
open the way for some one of tho num- 
erous seekers after Senate positions to 
have their wishes gratified. 

St. John, N.B., May 13. — Mr. 
Kerr, counsel for tho defence in the 
scuttling case, concluded his speech 
this forenoon, and Mr. Thomson, for 
the Crown, commenced his address to 
the jury.

On Tues- 
day the operation of Ciesarian section 
was jjerfornied, and a large boy taken 
from among tho viscera. Both children 
are living, and the mother is doing 
well. The case will attract great at- 
tention throughout the medical world. 

Silence Pettis, the noted forger, who 
committed suicide in Concord prison 
last Friday, was one of the most re- 
markable criminals this continent has 
produced. He was educated at Colum 
bia College, and graduated with high 
honor. At one time in his career he 
wrote leading editorial articles for tho 
New York Times, and was generally 
regarded as an able writer and thinker. 
It has been stated by those competent 
to judge that Ptittis' incarceration was 
worth §1,000,000 to Wall street men, 
as since that time no schemes of such 
magnitude as he was wont to carry 
out have been perpetrated upon the 
business community. His wife died 
about two years ago, and since that he 
has been more or less deranced. Ho 
was sent to prison in 187-J: on a ten- 
year sentence for forgery on Matthew 
BoilestfcCo., Boston, for .$5,000. 

New York, May 19.— The World's 
Washington correspondent telegraphs 
an amusing circumstance. A memor- 
ial is floating about tho Capitol, signed 
by one Francis Vincent, which corn- 
templates the anpexatiop of Great 



Britain to the United States. The 
memorialist's theory is that all English 
speaking nal.ons should be gathered 
under one Government, and ho pro- 
poses to mako England one State, its 
Executive being hereditary and its 
Legislature consisting of one heredit- 
ary chamber and the other elected by 
tho people. Ireland and Scotland are 
to bo separate States, choosing tiieir 
own Executives and Legislatures, and 
all three States are to send representa- 
tives to the American Congres.s. 

Pollockville, N.C., Jlay 4.— Yes- 
terday Moses IMiller and Ale.x. Bibb, 
both favored suitors for the hand of 
Miss Loyd, obtained marriage licenses 
at the same time at the court house, 
each with the intention of tirst present- 
ing it to Miss Loyd.

Wedne-sday, May 17. 
A Barclay SouikI Indian charged with 
attempting to skoot at Mr. Oo.x, the light- 
liouao keeper at Capo Bcalc, wa.s again 
before llie Court. Snino dilliculty was 
experienced with re-jUrd to an interpreter; 
the evidence being in the Barchiy Sound 
' tongue which had to be pat into Chinook 
and then into English. From the evid- 
ence thus obtained it seems that the pris- 
oner's gun was pointed at Mr. Co.\, but it 
was found that it was empty and without 
caps. _ 

His Honor said there was no cane for a 
higher court, but that for the protection 
ot Mr. Cox the prisoner sliould bo hold 
to bail in the sum of 850 ta bo of good be- 
havior for six niontlhs or in default one 
month's imprisonment. The bail was af- 
terwards forthcoming and the prisoner, 
who it appears is a cliief, was discharged. 

Christian Moe, remanded from yester- 
day on a charge of assisting in the at- 
tempted bnrglaiy at Mr. Ltibbe's atoro, 
was placed in the dock. 

Mr. Lubbc deposed that the prisoner 
had been in his omploy from Slst March 
to 13th May. Ho believed that the pri- 
soner was connected with Woods, and that 
there seemed to bo something mysterious 
about his actions, in conaoqucnco of which 
ho was discharged. A box of cigars dis- 
appeared while prisoner had full charge 
of the store. Tlio prisoner had watched 
him when dealing witli money .is if he 
wished to find out where and how it was 
kept. He had borrowed money as he 
said for discounting sailors' notes, and 
also for paying the funeral expenses of a 
friend's child and when supplying him he 
(witness) had been carefully noticed by 
prisoner. The witness did not think it 
possible to open the back door as it was 
fastened with a bar on the inside, but 
since the attempted burglary ho had aa- 
certftinod that it could be done by means 
of a lever from the outside. 

John Evans, sworn — Had known the 
prisoner since he worked for Mr. Lubbe. 
On one occasion ho had asked for infor 
matiou about wliere the money was kept. 
The witness had reprimanded him for 
asking such a question. His excuse was 
that ho knew the back door was some- 
times left unfastened — that Mr. Lubbo 
forgot to fasten it. Had met prisoner on 
Saturday last when lie (tlie witness) was 
told that somebody luul broken into Mr. 
Lubbe's store the night Ijeforo. Fri.soncr 
said ho had been up late about Frank 
Campbell'iJ cornei- and had hoard the cry 
of ''catch the thief," and on looking down 
Yates street he saw a man with a long 
coat on running. He further said that he 
hurried round to Johnson street think- 
ing to catch the p.arty. He believed pri- 
soner told him that he li.id lieard shots 
before ho saw a man running and had 
heard the cry of "stop thief." 

Night Watchman Hart deposed that ho 
was on duty on Saturday morning last on 
Johnson street. In Waddinyton allej' 
ho saw a man coming along from Yates 
street. Met the prisoner in the alley 
and was told by him that there was an 
alarm towards Wharf street and that he 
had heard a shot fired and saw a man 
running away. The witness expressed 
surprise that he had heard nothing of it. 
Accompanied prisoner back in the di- 
rection of Frank Campbell's corner, but 
did not know exactly where they parted. 
He picked up a knife (produced) next 
morning in AVaddington alloy. 

To the prisoner — Had met a Ohinanian 
and woman in the alley near Yates street 
who said they had come from a Chinese 
washhouse. 

Special Officer FarroU depo.sed that 
from information ho had received he pro- 
ceeded to the Gorge and stayed there till 
the prisoner arrived when he made a stato- 
mcnt respecting the attempted burglary. 
(This statement was similar to what was 
said t6 Night Watchman Hart), and stat- 
ed further that ho knew Woods, having 
lived with liim while he kept a restaur- 
ant and that they were then in the same 
house together. When prisoner loft homo 
at about 9 o'clock Friday night ho said 
Woods w.ts in bed and tliat he found him 
there when he returned between one and 
two Saturtlay morning. Witness had 
itakcd prisoner before he was arrested to 
accompany, him to tho Police Court. In 
doing so ho (tho prisoner) stated that 
-Woods was very anxious that ho should 
jtot employiieht with Mr. Lubbe, and on

another person M^as taken on. Prisoner 
said at the same time that he knew Mr.

Constable Lewis said that prisoner ac- 
costed him on Saturday morning about 
the attempted burglary and described the 
back promises. Ho said it must have 
boon some one who was acquainted with 
them. 

Tho prisoner, after tho usual caution, 
stated that ho knew nothing about tho 
charge laid against him except as read, 
and tliat ho was not guilty. Ho was com- 
mitted for trial at the assizes. 

The caoe against Woods was remanded 
till Thursday. 

John Henderson was charged with aid- 
ing and assisting deserters in getting away 
from thoii ships. 

Mr. Drake for the defence contended 
that the prisoner Colley must bo either 
sentenced or discharged before giving 
evidence in the case. The Court finally 
adopted this view of the matter and fined 
Colloy 880 or in default three months' 
irapriaonmont for assisting sailors to do- 
sort. 

Tho prisoner was then placed in tho 
Ti itnoss box and stated that ho had been 
in tho employ of Mr. Henderson of South 
Saanich. Remembered Mr. H. asking 
him to go to Cowiclian in a boat as four 
men wanted to go away. He was to land 
thorn at Cowichan. After getting away 
tho men insisted on going to San Juan 
and took charge of the boat. Was .-iwny 
two days and i)art of threo nights. Mr. 
Hoiider.son .a.sked him wlicro he had been 
when lio returned and then ho said that 
ho would pay witness !?-t:, 

To Mr. Drake -Mr. Henderson .said no- 
thing about Nanaimo. Witness wu.s to 
take the men to Cowichan, but when out 
they 'took charge of the boat and in- 
sisted in going to S.an Juan. Elad no op- 
portunity of landing them on Vancouver 
or other islands adjacent. They threat- 
ened to t.tke him up tho Sound; they 
made him steer for San Juan. First foimil 
out that they were runaways after they- 
were in the boat; had no jiotionof it before 
They had a chart with tliem. Tlie trip 
was a pretty rougli one; know tliat San 
Juan was the nearest American ton'itory 
to Vancouver Island. 

By the Court — Tho men had two small 
bundles witli them. Told Mr. Hender- 
son the men wore runaways and lie said it 
was a wonder he (witness) had not been 
taken as policemen wore after tlieni. 

Mr. Turgoose stated that ho could give 
no further information then that ofTored 
in tho case of Colley. (.\s Mr. T. 's evid- 
ence has ah'oady appeared itiireiiroduction 
is not nccesaary.) 

Frederick Hussey, sworn— Went out 
with officers O'Connor and Qiiaiii to Hen- 
derson's after deserters. Heard thoy had 
been there tho night before and that Hen- 
derson had agreed to let them have a boat 
to go to Cowichan. Henderson at first 
aaitl that he did not think they had gono 
there or the boat would have boon back. 
He supposed thoy had gone to Nanaimo 
or San Junn. They had plenty of money 
and .spent it freely. Ho (Henderson) 
tried to get a look at one of the bundles, 
but did not succeed as thoy were anxious 
to conceal them. Thoy had considerable 
jewelry about them or what appeared to 
be such, and wore dressed in plain clothes. 
Mr. Henderson thought it was no use to 
go to Cowichan after them. He answered 
all questions quite freely and did not 
seem to keep back any information. 

Mr. Drake contended that Henderson 
had no knowledge of the men being desert- 
ers, consequently there was no charge 
whatever. But if nocess,iry he would call 
evidence to prove that his client had no 
sucli knowledge. 

Wm. Lidgate, sworn — Was in the bar- 
room when the deserters arrived. Tliey 
said tlioy were going to Nanaimo or Cow- 
ichan, witness did not remember which ; 
they said they were after work on tlic 
telegraph line. The}' staid about two 
hours while witness was there and took 
lunch. There did not seem to be any 
concealment about them. One of them 
said ho had been five or six years in Cali- 
fornia, There was nothing in their ap- 
pcaranco to lead him to suppose they were 
deserters. Tliought thoy were just out 
from Canada. Understood thoy wanted 
to go to Cowichan. 

The Court wus satisfied that there was 
nothing to prove that Mr, Henderson 
know anything about the men being de- 
serters, but would caution parties .igainst 
aspisting in any way in helping deserters 
to get away. The case was then dis- 
missed.

Iticforc CliIclJustlGe Sir Udtthcw Ballla Bog-bi*, 
Mr. Jiutlco Uteuo and Mr. Justice Qny.] 

Wedne.sday, May 20. 

Mr. Theodore Davie and j>Ir. W. Nor- 
man' Bole msved for a rule calling on tho 
keeper of tho New Westminster gaol and 
Government to show cause why a writ of 
habeas corpus should not issue with a view 
to the dischargedf tho McLeans and Hare 
now in custody at the New Westminster 
gaol under sentence of death, and why in 
the event of the rule being made abso 
lute the prisoners should not bo dis 
charged or dealt with by tho Court with- 
out the writ issuing or the personal at- 
tendance in Court of the prisoners. 

Mr. Davie in support of the ap 
plication read an aifadavit by him- 
self and Mr. Bole showing that notice 
had been published in tho Government 
Qazelte on tho 17th February advertising 
a court of nisi prius, assize and general 
gaol delivery to bo holden at Now West 
minster on tiio 13th March, 1880. That a 
court convened at New Westtnfaiater on 
the 13th March, and Mr. Justice Crease 
presided. The grand jury had presented 
an indictment .against the prisoners for 
wilful murder under which a trial had 
taken place on the 15th, IGtli and 17th 
of March, resulting in tho conviction of 
the prisoners and sentence of death being 
passed upon each. Tho affidavit wont on 
to state tliat no commission had been 
issued bj' the Crown authorising the Hon. 
Jlr. Justice Crease to hold such court and 
tliat tho indictment against tlio prisoners 
had not boon removed by certiorari 
or otherwise into tho Supremo Court for 
trial. 

Counsel contended that the tribunal be- 
fore whicTi the prisoners had been tried 
was foxfm (io)iji((/u-«. The prisoners had 
in fact been tried before tiio Supremo 
Court, which, in British Columbia, was 
tiio counterpart of tho court of Queen's 
Bencli ill England. A trial before tlie 
Queen's bench could be had only where 
the indictment had been removed beforo 
thom by a writ of certiorari or under the 
original juri.sdiction of the Court, at bar 
anil in term, unless by the special order of the 
Court. i\Ir. JusticeCrease, except under the 
conditions which would authorize the 
Cimrt and which were wanting in this 
case could try a criminal only by virtue 
of a commission of oyer and terminer, gaol 
doliveiy and assize and here no special 
order havingbeon made and the trial hav- 
ing taken place neitiier at bar, in term 
time nor by virtue of a commission it fol- 
lowed that there Ird been no legal trial 
at all. CouiiHcl i-cferrcd to Coke's 4ch. 
institutes, Regina rs Whelan 28 Queen's 
bencli, reports of Upper Canada, and Re- 
gina rs tho Tichborno claimant, L. R. 9. 
'J. \i. 350. 

Mr. Ju.stice (J ray remarked that tho 
law was very fully laid down in the third 
volume of Stophons' Commentaries. 

Counsel said that it might be question- 
able whether the proper course for the 
prisoners to adopt was not to bring a writ 
of error, but two objections to that 
courao existed: firstly, that error must al- 
ways be taken to a superior Court and 
there is no higher tribunal in tho Pro- 
vince than tliat beforo wliicli tho alleged 
conviction had taken place, and secondly, 
the objection had not been urged at tho 
trial, and section 80 of the Canadian Pro- 
cedure Act provided that no objection 
upon writ of error shonld bo raised wliich 
had lint been taken at tho trial. 

Mr. Bole remarked that ho had no 
argument to advance at present further 
than that advanced by Mr. Davie which ho 
submitted afibrded suOicient grounds for 
granting the rule nisi. Upon tho return 
of tho writ of course he would be pre- 
pared to argue tlie case fully. 

The Court granted tlie rule nisi return- 
able on ^loiulay next at 11 o'clock a. m., 
Mr. Justice Crease remarking that the 
validity of all tho trials would depend on 
tlio settlement of tho question now under 
discussion.

Tho tolograpli party arrived hero 
on Wednesday last, and started work on 
Sum.183 Prairie. The weather still con- 
tinues wet and cold for this time of year. 
The railway is attracting several from 
hero, and it is probable that we shall 
havo a scarcity of farm iiands ; however, 
the farmer's liojies are high ; prospects 
look brighter than for yeara pa,il ; the de- 
mand for produce is increasing, and we 
already begin to feel the oH'octs of railway 
coiKstruction. Messrs. Dickson it Co., 
are erecting a t.'Uinery at Popciini, close 
by tho sawmill.

PROPOSED LOAN FOR WATER 
WORKS PURPOSES. 

THE MAYOR AND OOUA'CIL BEG 
to place buforo tliu K^itepayevs tliu 
echeine of tlio W.itir Works Engiuuer for 
putting the City ^^';Uer \Vorks in a com- 
plete condition. 

To carry out the work ii loan of 870,000 
hi necesaar}', and tho following particiihira 
place the matter as clearly as possible bo- 
fore tho Katopaycr.s for their jtidgnicnt 
thereon. Should the lo;in boeQ'ectod uiid 
tho vvork carried out tho iiioroaso in water 
rents resulting therefrom will bo about 
20 per cent. This increase within two 
yeara will bo ample to meet the amount 
annually required for interest and sinking 
fund of tlio loan. The Water Works at 
present are heavily indebted to the City 
for amounts taken from general revenue 
for reconstruction of tho head work.s. 
This expenditure was necessary in order 
to continue tho present supply of water 
and to prevent tho entire destruction of 
tho previously constructed works at lioa- 
vor Lake. The said expenditure has ab- 
sorbed nearly tho whole of the surplus re- 
venue of the City for tho current year, 
and should it not be repaid by ineants of 
a loan further works on atroots will bo 
impossiblo without increased taxation. 
Tho loan o{ .^!70,000 is intended to carry 
out the schonio of tlio Water Works En- 
gineer and to repay to the general revouuo

Gkstlejik.v, — In incompliance with the 
resolutions vequcLtiiig mo to draught a 
scheme for the extension of mains tend a 
bctinv supply of water fur tho high levels 
of the City, I have tho honor to report 
^h:.i ai:i-r taking into consideration tho 
i r'.'b:i_le iai'go uiuveaso of population, 
r.nd to L'vard againat tho necessity of 
bcinj, ci . ipelied to enlarge tho main con- 
duit ptpo ftir many years, 

I would suggest that it will bo necess- 
ary to adopt tho principle of a high and 
low service reservoir a.'^ 1 find tluit the 
high service rosorvuir to bo ell'octive 
must be constructed at an olovation abuve 
the level of the water in Elk Lake, and 
in order to obtain tho delivery of tho 
greatest quantity of water in tJio City and 
to efl'ectivoly supply tho high levels I 
would suggest tliat the 11 inch main bo 
extended frim Douglas street along Pan- 
dora street, say to tho neighborhood of 
the Royal Hospital, as that would give 
an elevation of 135 feet above high water 
mark sufiiciontly high to supply all the 
thickly populated parts of tho City. 

A reservoir built at tho point suggested 
would havo tho following advantages: 
Tho level of tho water in tho reservoir 
would bo 58 foot below tho level 
of tho water in Elk Lake, and 48 
feet will ho .available for tho delivery 
of water from the above source which 
will give a theoretical delivery of 37,000 
g^lons pep hours ranaiageontintmlly will 
give a supply aufficiont for a population of 
oO.OOO inhabitants allowing 25 gallons 
per head per day and by discharging '^7,- 
000 (jallons per hour 10 foot above tho 
levelof tho water in Kcservoir and by 
causing it to pass through a hydraulic en- 
gine it will develop sulHciont power to 
raise 3,000 gallons per hour through a 
6 inch pipe into the high service reser- 
voir which may bo built on the high rook 
at tho top of Eort street, at an elevation 
of 200 feet above high water mark, or 8 
feet above the level of the water in Elk 
Lake, and that quantity would be suffi- 
ciont for a population of 3,000 inhabit- 
ants. '^It'ia. intended that there will be 
ncj connection between tho service pipes 
of high and low service reservoirs except 
in case of fire. As to sizo of rcaervoirs 
required, I would suggest that tho low 
service rcuervoir be built to hold 1,500,000 
gallons, or, say, 140 feet square and 12 
feet deep, and the high service one to 
hold 60,000 gallons, or^ sa^, 30 feet sciuare 
and 12 feet deep; and while selecting tho 
best plan for tho construction of said re- 
servoirs I may add that in all well regu- 
lated cities it is an established principle 
that in building reservoirs to contain water 
for domestic use thoy should be built .so 
as to be able to contain the greatest quan- 
tity of water in the sniallest possible area 
and covered so as to exclude the light, as 
light is very injurious to water stored in 
a reservoir and intended for domestic use; 
and to carry out that principle I propose 
to build tho reservoirs by blasting out 4 
feet of tho rock and using tho rock pro- 
vided by that moans for building tho bal- 
ance of tho wall, which would be 8 feet 
high, and that will make tho reservoir 12 
feet deep, the roof to bo .supported by cast 
iron columns. Tlie co.st of carrying out 
and completing tlie above scheme will not 
exceed §50,000, to which must bo added 
§10,000 which will be required to com- 
plete the filter beds; but should you see 
lit to adopt tho proposed sclioine I am 
prepared to furniuli you detailed jjlans and 
specifications for the sanio. 

In conclusion I may add that I am 
aware that it is generally accepted aa a 
fact that there is a natural reservoir at the 
head of Fort street and that there is no- 
thing to do but to turn the water into it; 
but I find that to attempt to carry the 
water to one common reservoir that would 
partially supply the high levels tlio difl'er- 
once between tho level of tho water in 
reservoir and level of water in Elk Lake 
is SO small, being only 25 feet, the differ- 
ence in the quantity of water delivered in 
♦lie city by comparison would be to one 
common reservoir at the high level, hut 
luji siijlicientlji hujh to be cffi:ctivc fur all tlic 
hvi' liii i.\ and from a head of 25 feet tho 
n'.p.-Ai .;o:i.luit pipe will deliver 23,000 gal- 
lons per hour, and by the proposed scheme 
from n head of 48 foot tho main ccmduitf 
pipe will deliver 37,000 per hour, 3,000 o 
which will bo efl'cctive for tho highcs 
buildings on tlio high levels, wliilo the r 
would also bo a .saving in pipe as well a 
a more effective pressure on tho city mai n 
in ca.se of fire. 1 am awaro that Gol d 
stream has still some advocates who 
believe that tho supply should have been 
obtained from that source; but without 
stopping to discuss that point 1 may saj' 
that, from whatever source the supply is 
obtained, tho proponed sclieino in equally 
required by all.

To enable </iii Corporation of the Citij of 
Vklpria to )•«!«: the sum of ($70,000) 
Semily Thouswul Dalian for^ihe 2)ur- 

■ poses therein se{ forth. 

WHEREAS THE MUNICIPAL COUN- 
cil of tho Corpor.ation of the City of 
Victoria has resolved to raise tho sum of 
Seventy Thousand Dollars to pay off cer- 



tain debts due in respect of tho \Vator 
Works of tho said City and to extend the 
said Water Works systom into the suburbs 
of the said City. 

And whereas it will require the sum of 
Six Tliousand Tlireo Hundred and Porly 
Dollars to be raised "annually hy special 
rate for the ixiymont of tho said debt and 
interest, as is hereinafter mentioned. 

.\iui wliureas tho amount of tho wiiolo 
rateiblo property of the said Corporation 
of the City of ^'ictov^,•l according to the 
hir,t revised Assessment lioll being for the 
year 1S7!I was §2,055,820, irrespective of 
any future increase of th*6 rateable pro- 
[lerty of tho Municipality and of any in- 
come in tho nature of tolls, interest or 
dividends from the work, and also irre- 
spective of any income from tho toinpor- 
iiry investments of tho sinking fund or 
of any part thereof. 

And whereas for paying tho interest and 
creating a yearly sinking fnnd for paying 
tho said iirincipal of 870,000 and interest 
as hereinafter montioncd, it will require 
an equal aunual special rate of one-fourth 
of one per cent, on the dollar. 

15i: IT THKRKFoiiE ENACTED by tho Mayor 
and Council of tho Corporation of the City 
of Victoria: 

1. That it shall bo lawful for the Mayor 
of tho City to raise by way of loan from 
any person or persona, body or bodies 
corporate, who may bo willing to advance 
tho samo upon the credit of thy deben- 
tures hereinafter mentioned, a sum of 
money not exceeding in tho whole tho 
sum of 870,000, and cause the same to bo 
paid into the hands of tho Treasttrer of 
the said Corporation for tho purpose and 
with the object above recited. 

2. That it shall be lawful for the said 
Mayor to cause any number of debonture.i 
to be made for such sums of money as 
may he required not less than $100 each, 
and that the said debentures shall bo 
sealed with tho seal of the said Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victoria and be signed 
by tho said Mayor. 

3. That tho said debentures shall be 
made payable in twenty- five j'cars at the 
fan host from tho day lioioinafter men- 
tiuiied for this Bylaw to take efibct at the 
olKce of tho Troasuror of the Corporation 
of the said City of Victoria, and shall 
have attached to thorn coupons for tho 
p;iymcnt of tho interest. 

4. That tho said debentures shall bear 
intcro.-it at and after the rate of Seven per 
cent, per annum from tho date thoroof, 
wliicli interest tihall be payable half-yearly 
at tho oiKco of tho Treasurer of tlie Mii- 
niL'ipality. 

5. That for tho purpose of forming a 
.linking fund for tho payment of tho said 
debentures and tho interest at tho rate 
aforesaid to bocome due thereon, an equal 
special rate of one-fourth of one per cent, 
on tho dollar shall, in addition to all 
other rates, bo raised, levied and collected 
in each year upon all rate.ablo property in 
the said Municipality during tho continu 
anco of tlio said debentures or any of 
thorn. 

ti. Clause two of the "^Victoria Ueve- 
ouo Bylaw, 1875," as amended by tho 
" Water Works Debenture and Revenuo 
Bylaw Amondmont Bylaw, 1877," and 
further amended by •' The Bylaw to Au 
thorizo tho Eaishig of Twenty Thousand 
Dollars, 1878," is hereby further amend- 
ed by striking out tlio words " eight 
tenths" and substituting the words " ole- 
vcn-twontiotlis. " 

7. It sliall bo lawful for tho said Muni- 
cipal Council from time to time to pur 
cliaso any of the saiid dobontwos, and 
.such debentures shall be so expressed as 
to entitle tho said Council to redeem and 
purchase llie samo*on p.aying tho amount 
thereof and interest duo thereon to the 
date of such jmrchase to tho holders 
ihereiif, and all debentures so repurcluia 
cd shall bo forthwith cancelled and do 
stroyed, and no re-issue of debentures 
shall be made in consoquonco of such ro 
purcliasc. 

8. That this Bylaw shall take eflcct and
